on which will be engraved the words: 
"Benjamin Harrison, 1833-1901." The 
casket will weigh nearly three hun- 
dred pounds.

ly estimated. Public opinion rates it 
as high, as half a million dollars. Those 
who are best informed about the ex- 
preaident's 
affairs, however, say he 


was worth about $250,000 or $300,000. 


At the time he was elected president 


he was reputed to have accumulated a 
fortune of $125,000 from his law prac- 
tice, and this has been doubled at 
least since that time. Of late years 
his practice, owing to his great repu- 
tation as a-constitutional lawyer, was 
very lucrative. 
His fee in the Ven- 


ezuelan boundary dispute, in which he 
represented the South American repub- 
lic, was $100,000.

His fortune consisted largely of real 


estate, located in this city, and prob- 
ably $100.000 of personal "property. In 
aadltion to this he- owned a fine cum- 
mer home in. the Adirondacks/ where 
he was accustomed to spend -the sum- 
mer with his family.

before he reached his majority.

W. Ryan, cashier of the National bank 
of Halifax, was shot by a bank robber 
and died three hours later. Ryan wa« 
m. the bank shortly after u o'clock 
when two men entered and demanded 
that he hand over all'the money, in 
the drawer. 
One of the men sprang 


over the guard rail, with a revolver in 
sach hand, and threatened to 
shoot 


the cashier unless he quickly gave 
up the funds of the bank. Meanwhile 
the second robber entered the inclos^ 
ure through the gateway, and, snatch- 
ing the mor,f", started to run out o£ 
the bank. Ho had about ?2,000 in bills 
Cashier Ryan started after him, when 
the first robber fired, the bullet enter- 
ing the cashier's groin and inflicting 
a fatal wound. The robber with 
the 


cash reached the street door, and as 
he emerged from the bank was halt- 
ed by a load of shot from a gun in the 
hands of Joseph Lyter, the proprietor 
of a store adjoining the bank, who 
had heard the shooting and surmised 
what was going on in the bank. Sev- 
eral citizens made a rush for the bank 
and overpowered both robbers, who 
are Weston Keiper and Henry Rowe 
two young miners of Lykens.
